affected by any action congress may take 
upon this important matter.

Taft Points Out Press Subsidy. 

In his message Mr. Taft alleged that the 
@ormous sum of $63,000,000 annually was 
paid by the government as the subsidy to the 
newspapers, magazines, and periodicals. He 
desires to wipe out the annual deficit in the 
catriage of the mails, which last year 
amounted to $17,500,000. He pointed out 
that the government obtains a large profit on 
letter postage and other sources of postal in- 
come, which offsets in part the losses sus- 
tained on the second class mail service and 
the free rural delivery. 

There is no doubt that the ;-esident will 
have some difficulty in getting congress to 
siopt his point of view. Congress will de- 
sire to be informed why the government does 
not get lower rates from the railroads upon 
the Mail matter transported. It is of common 
knowledge that the railroads receive much 
higher rates for transportation of mail than 
the €Xpress companies pay the railroads for 
service on the same amount of freight, and 
it hag been estimated that this excess in the 
egeregate amounts to $25,000,000. 


_ May Investigate Rail Contracts. 

»  Itmay be expected, therefore, that the rail- 

_ wway'Mall contracts will be subjected to the 
Glosest scrutiny and the men who made and 

Sve responsible for them will be questioned 
sharply as to why the railroads receive a sub- 
sidy frOm the postoffice department which 
is more than enough to wipe out the deficit. 

Any one who looks into the matter of the 
postal service will become convinced in short 
order that instead of being a loss to the gov- 
Wament, it is a source of direct profit: For 
every other branch of the government, con- 
ress makes & direct appropriation out of the 
ational treasury to pay the expenses of its 
operations. 

Ih the case of the war department, for ex- 
ample, an annual appropriation of more than 
$100,000,000 is made, and not a cent in the way 
of revenue is derived inreturn. The navy de- 
partment receives $130,000,000. The value of 
these two departments lies not in their rev- 
ue producing capacity, but in providing 
thé nation with security. Other departments 
ae a direct expense and give no return in 
money, with the exceptior of the treasury 
department and perhaps the department of 
commerce and labor, through the immigra- 
tion service.

PRESIDENT TALKS 
TO BOWERY CROWD 


Taft Gives Words of Good 
Cheer to “Down and Outs” 
Who Attend Meeting in 
Little Mission. 


BRAVES RAIN TO APPEAR. 


Church Work in Foreign Lands 
Praised by Him at Earlier 
Gathering in Carne- - 
gie Hall. 


New York, Dec. 18.—[Special.]—President 
Taft tonight went to the Bowery to give 
words of good cheér to the “ down and out- 
ers." Braving @ heavy rain storm and wad- 
ing through water ankle deep, he entered a 


‘mission at the corner of Riverton street and 


spoke for several minutes to a large crowd 
there. He said all would be aided in their at- 
tempts to regain their feet. 

Following his address, which was received 
by frequent applause from the listeners, Mr. 
Taft watched the long “ bread line” which 
nightly forms to receive free food. 

The Bowery address followed a talk by Mr. 
Taft before an immense gathering in Car- 
negie hall at the diamond jubilee of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church. In speaking to the 
church people, Mr. Taft praised foreign mis- 
sions as the advance guard of civilization. 
America, he said, must take the leading part 
in the uplifting of the world. 


Drive to Mission Hard. 


The drive to the mission was one of the 
wildest automobile trips the president has 
éver taken. Rain was coming ‘down in tor- 
rents as his car, preceded by a police ma- 
chine, turned into Broadway from the Fifty- 
sixth street entrance to Carnegie hall, and 
started downtown. Through a maze of aft- 
ertheater traffic the automobiles threaded 
their way along the great white way. 

At Union square the president's machine 
turned eastward into Fourth avenue and 
then into the Bowery. The famous old thor- 
Oughfare was all but deserted. 

Passing the front door of the mission the 
president was driven into Rivington street. 
Hundreds of the residents of the crowded 
neighborhood had heard of his coming and 
braved the storm to give him a cheer as his 
automobile entered the alley at the back of 
the mission. The alley was ankle deep in 
water when the president alighted. 


Audience Gives Many Cheers. 

Entering the hall, the president met @ num- 
ber of the Bower mission workers, among 
them Mrs. Bird, *‘ The Mother of the Bow- 
ery,” and Dr. Hallimond, superintendent of 
the mission. The president was introduced 
by Dr. Louis Klopsch, who established the 
mission. 

Dr. Halltimond first spoke to the men. 

“J wonder if you understand what an 
honor it is to have the president of the United 
States come down here to see you?” he asked. 

“ We do,” came a chorus of answers. 

“Are you gratified?” 

“We are,”’ came another hearty response. 

‘Do you, from the bottom of your hearts, 
thank the president for coming here?”’ 

“We do, we do.” 

‘“*It took a man with a big athletic heart to 
come all the way from the White house to 
the Bowery,’ said Mr. Haliimond. “ But the 
wings of the eagle are wide, and he has come, 
I might say, from the seats of the mighty to 
the bottom pits of despair, to encourage you. 
Now, give him three rousing bowery cheers."’ 

The audience responded with a will. 


Address of the President. 


“My friends,” said the president, “I am 
almost as much surprised at being here as 
you are to see me. 1 was invited to come by 
your good friend, Dr. Klopsch, whom | know, 
as you know him, by the things he has done. 
It has nearly always been my part to play the 
figurehead. Nature developed me in such a 
way es to enable me t® make a good figure- 
head. So 1 was put at the head of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross and it Was there that 1 came 
to know more of the works of Dr. Klopsch. 

‘“‘Il was giad to accept the invitation to 
come to the Bowery. Not having lived in 
New York I always had been curious to see 
it. I knew that where the Bowery and Dr 
Klopsch met there would be the best part 
of it. 80 I came here. s 

‘*‘As I look in your faces | see you to be 
earnest American citizens. Some of you are 
down on your luck, perhaps, but you are re- 
sponding in every fiber to the same senti- 
ments of loyalty and decency, love of coun- 
try and the same aspirations for better ideais 
that I hope every man in this country has. 


Says Sympathy Still Lives. 

“T am glad to be here if being here and by 
saying so I can convince you that the so- 
called chasm between you and those who 
seem for the time being to be more fortunate 
is not 80 much of a chasm after al! and that 
there is between them and youa deep feeling 
of sympathy on their part and an earnest 
desire that you shall have that equality of 
opportunity of getting on your feet, of earn- 
ing a decent livelihood, and supporting your 
families which we hope every man who lives 
under the stars and stripes enjoys. 

**T am giad to testify to my interest in the 
work of this mission which I hope always will 
help you and others over the hard places—the 
times when the Lord and everybody else 
seems to be against you—to help you at sucn 
times to believe that there are people in the 
world who sympathize with you and hope 
you will achieve all that an equality of oppo~- 
tunity will give you and to help you to better 
things. * 

“I know it is difficult for you to believe 
that I, who am receiving a large salary from 
the government and living in comfort, can 
understand or take to my heart the feelings 
that you may have of desperation and thai 
you have not had the chance that other men 
heve. But in spite of the seeming differenca 
your fellow citizens are not all greedy and 
grasping. Their hearts are more open today 
and they are more ready to help the needy 
out of their difficulties than at any time in 
the past. And that feeling 18 growing every 
day. So let me say to you to struggle on in 
the hope that the future will be brighter fur 


you.”

Big Four St. Louis limited, which left St. 
Louis at 8:40 o'clock yesterday morning and 


was due in New York at 9:46 this morning, 
ran into the rear end of train No. 10, from 
Chicago, on the Lake Shore road a mile west 
of North Bast, sixteen miles east of here, 
shortly after midnight. 

Four persons were killed, allof them on the 
train from Chicago, and nine were seriously 
injured.

Sleet Storm Hides Signals. 

The collision occurred in a driving sleet and 
snow storm, and, so far as can be learned, 
both trains were moving, although the first 
train had been delayéd@ and the second was 
late and making up time. It is believed the 
sleet and snow obscured the signals on the 
rear of the first train. 

News of the wreck reached Erie a few min- 
utes after it happened, but-only a brief tele- 
phone appeal for immediate aid was received, 
the person atthe other end of the wire leaving 
the instrument after making his report, 
There is no night operator on duty at North 
East. 


Several Relief Trains Sent. 

Relief trains were made up immediatePy 

here and in Buffalo and Cleveland and were 
started to the scene. It was arranged ther 
the injured should be brought to Erie and 
all the hospitals were notified to prepare to 
care for large numbers of injured persons. 

The coroner also sent several wagons to 
the station to awak the return of the first 
relief trains, confident that there would be 
many dead. 

The first report of the wreck was that the 
Twentieth Century limited had rammed train 
No. 10. The seéond section of the Twentieth 
Century, made up of sleepers from Cleveland 
and St. Louis, was running ahead of the first 

section, made up entirely of Chicago coaches, 
but went through in safety before the wreck 
happened. 

Report Rumored Great Disaster. 


It was the St. Louis section of the Twen- 
tieth Century limited that at first was said 
to have been in collision. This train was 
heavily loaded, and its schedule through 
North East calls for am unusually high 
burst of speed. Therefore it appeared cer- 
tain that the wreck would prove to be a 
horrible catastrophe 

While no definite detalls of the cause of the 
wreck have been obtained, it is rumored that 
train No. 10, delayed between this city and 
North East, sent back a flagman with a 
lantern to warn all approaching trains, and 
that this fagman's lantern went out in the 
storm and he was unabletorelightit. There 
is no official confirmation of this report, how- 
ever, and it will require a thorough investi- 
gation before the real facts can be given out. 

The dead and injured will be brought to 
Erie as rapidly as posible. It is reported ° 
that a temporary field hospital has been 
thrown up at the scene of the wreck.

$50,000 contract was stretched to cover pay 
ments amounting to $402,000 in favor of Mc- 
Govern, McGovern was not forced to do a 
proper proportion of class B work. and a 
hurried payment was mgde of $61.987 of re- 
serve without insisting on MoGovern réleas- 
ing his claims for considerable other work 
done under the contract. 

In the sweeping statement of the associa- 
tion it was alleged that McGovern worked 
a “trick’’ bid—bidding low on & class of 
work where there was little opportunity for 
having much to do and bidding high on that 
clase of work which included most of the 
city’s requirements. 

By these tactics McGovern succeeded, it 
| was charged. in securing the contract which 
netted him $402,000 and cost the city $116,000 
more than it would have had to pay if the 
city officials had accepted the lowest bid on 
the preponderance of work. 


Cites Unbalanced Bids. 
On this point the bulletia of the Citizens 
jation stated: 
w ® Under its 1908 contract the M. H. Me- 
Govern company was paid for 229,391 square 
yards of ‘class A’ work at $1.75 per square 
yard and for about 2,000 square yards of 
‘ class B’ at 1 cent per square yard. 

“These items aggregated about $402,000. 
Had the illegal unbalanced 1908 bid of the 
McGovern company been rejected and the 
contract awarded to the Parker-Washing- 
ton company, the fourth lowest bidder, the 
city would have saved on the same amount

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Attacks Bill for Valet Serv- 
ices, but Council Upholds 
It When Explained. 


THEN ASKS FOR REPORT. 


Withdraws Request When Roll 
Call Is Started on Motion ’ 
of Commission Head. 


‘ 


Ald. Stan'ey Kunz made two attempts be- 
fore the courcii last night to harass the 
Merrian. «on mission. By the employment 
of his pecu'iar idea of wit he’tried to create 
an impress:c. unfavorable to the commis- 
sion and to cbtain the passage of an order 
which he conce’veao might embarrass the 
chairman of the commission, if not ite whole 
membership. 

Both attempts were dismal! failures, owing 
to the action of Ald. Merriam,,who promptly 
met the sallies of sarcasm on the part of the 
alderman of the Sixteenth ward. we 
The .commission chairman's frst parry 
was a motion to have the resolutions com- 
plaining about the way the body was ex- 
pending its appropriation for “* valet serv- 
ice "’ and other expenses of one of its em- 
ployéa& referred {[o his own commission. 
He then calied the bluff flatly by submit- 


to what the commission was doing to a roll 
call. Before the roll call had proceeded far 
Ald. Kunz backed down as gracefully as he 
could under the oircumstances. 


Kunz First Attacks Valet Bill. 

Ald. Kunz’s first maneuver’ was in the form 
of a resolution calling attention to a pub- 
lished statement of the expense account of B. 
F. Welton, engineer of the commission, 
which contained an item for valet service, 
and calling upon the civil service commis- 
sion to hold an éxamination for valets to 
supply the Merriam comrnission. 

“I understand that the purpose of this 
co ission was to show to the citizens of 
Chicago that the money collected from the 
taxpayers is not sufficient to pay the ex- 
penses of the city,’’ said Ald. Kunz. ‘“ Last 
week I learned that, being unable to find 
men in Chicago, the chairman of the cons 
mission had géne to New York and_ hired 
twenty experts at salaries of from $2,000 to 
$4,000 a year, and one of these eminent gen- 
tlemen was permitted to board at. the best 


Chicago market eection of the Black Dia- 


hotels and have the services of a valet, for 
which the city has to pay. / 
“ There are plenty of men in Chicago who 
would be glad to get $2,000 a year without ex- 
penses, and I think the civil service commis- 
sion ought to supply them.”’ 

“The gentleman who had the services of a 
valet fell into a bot of this shale rock which 
the city paid for at the rate of §2 a square 
yard and had to have a valet to clean the 
shale, which closely resembled mud, from 
his clothes,”’ replied Alé. Merriam. ‘‘ I move 
that the resolutions be referred to the com- 
mission on municipal expenditure,’’ he add- 
ed, and the council voted his way. 


Merriam Replies Immediately. 
Having failed in his first attempt, Ald. 
Kung waited until towards the close of the 
‘session, and introduced an order on the chair- 
man of the Merriam commission to report 
in detail at the next meeting of the council 
what had been done with the money appro- 
priated for its use. 

“If the alderman will permit, I will make 
a report now,”’ said Ald. Merriam. ‘‘ We em- 
ployed Mr. Welton at the same salary he 
received in New York and agreed to pay his 
expenses, but we have not done thai with any 
other employé. We have not hired a lawyer, 
as Mr. Kunz states, but Mr. Fisher has yol- 
unmteered his services and does nft receive 
a cent. 

** None of the eleven members of the com- 
mission receives a cent, and both Ald. Snow 
and myself are personally out of pocket, for 
l have spent several hundred dollars that 
1 cannot well voucher. 

“Ald. Snow paid the expenses of a trip to 
New York. The investigators were tempo- 
rarily appointed with the sanction of the civil 
service commission, and we hope to get 
through with our work before April ag the 
bond issues come up for vote to the people 
then, and it is essential that they be advised 
regarding municipal expenditures before 
they vote se, “ha ay more to be spent by de- 
partment heads. I trust the alderman from 
the Sixteenth ward will withdraw his order.” 

“I insist that it be passed,’ replied Ald. 
Kunz. A roll call was called for. but before 
it had gone far it was apparent that the 
Sixteenth ward alderman had no open sup- 
port, so he capitulated and allowed the mat- 
ter to be referred to the municipal expendi- 
ture commission. ' 


Asks Report on Licenses. 

Ald. Cermack aiso tried to put a little mere 
work on the Merriam commission by asking 
forareport from it of the proportion of money 
received from saioon licenses which was ex- 
pended in the so-called prohibition districts. 
Ald. Snow objected to the order and declared 
that the report would entail a tremendous 
amount of work, as the money all went into 
one fund, but the matter was finally re- 
ferred to the Merriam commission to await 
its turn. 

An attempt to pass the ordinance providing 
a new scale of licenses for theaters. amuse- 
ment parks, halls, and other places of amuse- 
met met with disaacer on account of the many 
objections raised. The wording of the ordi- 
nance was attacked on the reading of the 
first section, and despite Ald. Dunn’s state- 
ment that the committee on MNcenses hed fo}- 
lowed the language of previous ordinances on 
the subject, the objections remained. 

“T-undrestood that this was to be a revi- 
sion of the ordinance,” said Ald. Foreman, 
“and if that is the case there is no occasion 
to carry forward all the former tnaccura- 
cies,” 

Because the objections were so numerous, 
and because it is necessary to pass the ordi- 
-nance before Jan. 1 in order to make it ef- 
fective next year, the matter was made the 
subject for a special meeting of the council 
Friday morning at 10:30. 


Cermak Makes Fight. 

Ald. Cermak made a determined fight 
against an ordinance creating a new prohibi- 
tion district in the Twenty“fifth ward, in the 
district bounded by Argyle avenue, South- 
port avenué, Winbdna street, Evanston ave- 
nue, Catalpa, Magnolia, and Bryn Mawr ave- 
nues and Clark street.

With all knocks and slams relegated to the 
civic scrap heap amd the spirit of boost per- 
meating the atmosphere, the plan for cele- 
brating the seventy-fifth mash od of the 
birth of Chicago was inaugurated night. 
And if the plane of the commercial and re- 
Mgious forces of the city do not “gang 
agiee'"’ there will be “ something doing” in 
1912. 

The opening guns in the campaign for a 
great celebration were fired by the city coun- 
cil and the Men's club of St. Peter’s Episco- 
pal parish. Council and club, working inde- 
pendently, adopted resolutions calling on 
Mayor Busse to take immediate steps in 
preparation for the celebration. 

While the credit for the jubilee idea in 
reality belongs to the Men's club—that or- 
ganization having ‘broached it last week— 


and introduced a resolution as soon as the 
council convened, 


Resolution Adopted by Council. 

The resolution, which was adopted unani- 
mously, reads in part: . 

** Whereas, The seventy-fifth anniversary 
of this th ost interesting city of the United 
States will‘occur in May, 1912, and as Chica- 
go's material extent in manufactures, banks 
and commercial institutions, and mercantile 
operations never have been equaled or ap- 
proached by any young city in the world, 
therefore, be it ‘ 

** Resolved, That it would be right and be- 
coming in the*municipal corporation and the 
city at large to celebrate py industria! dis- 
plays and civic and festive rejoicing the sev- 
enty-fifth anniversary of the birth of Chi- 
cago, and that it is the sense of this body 
that an official announcement be made at as 
early a date as is practicable of the proposed 
celebration, and that the mayor be requested 
to appoint a committee of aldermen and citi- 
zens with powers to take initial measures 
towards that en@ within such time as he may 
consider advisable.’’ 


Action by the Men’s Club. 


The Men’s,club of St. Peter’s parish was 
equally strong in a resolution which it 
adopied. After a lengthy memorial, setting 
forth the growth of Chicago from a small 
village to a metropolitan center, the club 
passed the following resolution: ‘ 

*“ Resolved, That t memorial be trans- 
mitted to the mayor, Pespectfully calling his 
attention to the propriety ana desirability of 
taking early steps for the creation of a com- 
mission or other representative body of cit- 
izens to prepare for the observance of this 
anniversary, in 1912, by means of historica!

Malcolm McDowell, president of the Parish 
club, said he had received the assurance of 
officials of the Commercia] club. Association 
of Commerce, and the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers’ association that every effort would be 
made to bring about the celebration of the 
city’s seventy-fifth anniversary. 


Delano Shows Future City. 
Frederic A. Delano, president of the Wa- 
bash railroad, gave an illustrated lecture to 
the Men‘’s club showing maps and pictures 
of the city as it is planned to be in the com- 
ing century. 

Several members of the club addressed the 
meeting on the subject of the proposed cele- 
bration in 1912. John M. Roberts, first vice 
president of the club, spoke on the spirit 
of a6 boost.”’ 

“Let's quit knocking the old town and 
boost for awhile,’’ said he. ‘“ This celebra- 
tion will do more for the city than anything 
that has ever taken place here."’

‘Springfield, Il)., Dec. 13.—[{Special.}—Gov. 
Denéen and the/Illinois general assembly 
start the midwintér series tomorrow noon 
for the political championship of Hiinois. 

The governor has named the place and 
date. He has established the rules of play 
in his extra session call. He will officiate as 
ultimate umpire, On form the odds tonight, 
the eve of hostilities, should be a shade better 
than even in favor of the state administra- 
tion. 

Gov. Deneen checked up the situation to- 
night with Senator Walter Clyde Jones, the 
senate leader, and with Representative Mor- 
ton D. Hull, chairman of the regular Repub- 
lican house caucus. He had in his strongest 
advisers from all over the state, not neces- 
sarily members of the legislature. 

“I am satisfied that the legislature will do 
the businéss which the state necessities de- 
mand as outlined in the extra session call,”’, 
declared the governor after the scattering 
precincts had reported on the late trains. 


No Caucus of Republicans. 

There will be no attempt at a Republican 
house caucus upon any of the matters sug- 
gested in the governor’scall. Representative 
Hull said this definitely after the state house 
conference. There will be no attempt made 
by the Deneen people in the house, the 
Band of Hope, to obstruct in any way the 
course of Speaker Shurtleff, so long as the 
speaker plays the game according to custom 
and established rules. 

The senate majority, thoroughly friendly to 
Gov. Deneen, is at one upon the policy which 
it will pursue. This policy is short and tothe 
point. At the beginning of the session the 
senate starts wut to do exactly as the gov- 
ernor wishes should be done. 

Competent observers figure that any move 
which the senate will make will direct and 
reflect the governor's wishes. Under the di- 
rection of Senator Jones, Senator Dunlap, 
and the others who dethroned the old senate 
crowd last January, the plan will be to push 
along the administration measures anc hang 
the responsibility upon the bewildered and 
rambling house of many troubles. 


Shurtleff Friends Are Silent. 

The house arrived late tonight. That is to 
say, Speaker Shurtleff came in on a late 
train from Chicago. Mr. Shurtleff’s closest 
friends are not talking. They talk like men 
who sit around the green table and wait until 
the dealer has’ shunted around the cards be- 
fore piling in their stacks. It is the presump- 
tionthat Mr. Churtleff will have the roll called 
tomorrow noon, and in his calmest and most 
peaceable tones inquire of the assembled 
statesmen “ whither are we drifting.” 

It is believed that Speaker Shurtleff and the 
representatives who are recognized as Repub- 
licans and intimates of the speaker have ab- 
solutely no program, constructive or obstruc- 
tive. So far as the speaker is personally con- 
cerned, a motion to adjourn sine die at 12:01 
tomorrow afternoon will be as much in order . 
as a motion to jam a direct primary law upon | 
the statute books. 

The friends of Gov. Deneen are ready for 
business. Administration bills are ready to 
be introduced upon practically every one of 
the twenty-four matters included In the extra 
session call. This has been carefully at- 
tended to, and there will be no valid claim 
that there is nothing to be done. ; 


Men Who Have Deneen Bills. 

The primary bills are in the pocket of Sen- 
ator Jones. Senator Schmitt-bdrings down 
the deep waterway bill as the governor wants 
it an exact duplicate of the Schmitt biil 
of the regular session. The mining bills are 
declared to be agreed to by operators an 
miners and in readiness to plump into the 
hopper tomorrow. Representative Hull has 
the employer’s liability measure, which the 
governor will back. The downstate cities 
have taken care of the commission form of 
government bills to be introduced simul- 
taneously by Senator Barr of Joliet and 
Representative Gorman of Peoria. 

The measures of direct import to Chicago 
—the harbor construction and subway build- 
ing enabling acts—have been prepared in 
Chicago under the direction of Walter L. 
Fisher and will arrive in the morning in the 
care of legislators who carry the joint con- 
fidence of Gov. Deneen and Mayor Busse. In 
short practically everything has been taken 
care of in advance. 

When Gov. Deneen, in his dual capac- 
ity of chief promoter and, head umpire 
of the midwinter political festivities, directs 
“play ball’’ tomorrow noon, it will be up 
to the participants in the exercises to grab 
a bat and get into the game. The nearer 
the hour approaches the more fully its this 
latter contingency being realized by the as- 
sembling staleemen. 


Expect a Primary Law. 

As they came into Springfield this after- 
ngon the legislators strengthened the con- 
viction which has abided for a long time 
that there will be ‘“‘some kind” of a pri- 
mary law. The governor-.and his chief lieu- 
tenants are completely satisfied that there 
will be not only “ some kind" of a law but 
that it will be a direct primary law. 

The state administration contingent ie so 
sure about this tonight that it is definitely 
announced that the fight from now on isto 
place an emergency clauge upon the forth- 
coming direct plurality law, so that it can 
be in force in time for the spring municipal 
elections. Gov. Deneen is determined in the 
course, that even if a compromise measure 
be necessary there be an emergency clause 
attached and that it be tried out at the nom- 
inations for the April elections. 

Egypt wishes to be recognized as the big 
‘trouble spot in primary law making. Rep- 
resentative Flannigen of East St. Louis, one 
of the early arrivals, made the prophecy 
that not to exceed five Republican house 
members from the districts south of Spring- 
field will vote for a direct plumality iaw. 
He said that 12 out of 98 Republican pre- 
cinct committeemen in St. Clair county had 
declared for the direct plan, and that he wil! 
vote accordingly. The Egyptians undoubted- 
ly are looking for trouble and the chances 
are that they will get it before the session 
is many hours old. 


Egypt Balks at Waterways? 

Egypt also wishes to insurge over ghe avep 
wate: way legislation. The plain people from 
the districts back from the Mississippi river 
and along over Indiana way are represented 
es having backsiid upon the deep waterway 
propusilion. 

‘We are tired of bunk,” as a Republican 
senaiv: said tonight. 
be sny deep waterway and the plain peopie 
are Leginning to realize it. We would like to 
see the $20,000,000 bond issue repealed.” 

Some of the members are talking seriousiy 
abvur this latter suggestion. It would not be 
a surprise if a joint resolution is introduced 
caling for an amendment to the constitution 
to be submitted next November amending 
the constitution to the extent of killing the 
$20.%6,000 amendment for which. Senaton 
Lorimer and Cicero J. Lindly, to say nothing 
of Henry T. Rainey, fought so valiantly.

SEEKS MORE KNOWLEDGE ON 
EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY LAWS. 


Hull Will Introduce Bill for Appoint-. 
ment of Committee to Investigate in 
Other States. | 


Springfield, Lil., Dec. 18.—[(Special. ]—Rep- 
resentative Morton D. Hull is to introduce 
the bill, which, if adopted, will provide for 
a commission to investigate employers’ lia~- 
bility legislation in all af the states having 
such acts. The Hull bill is formulated along 
the liné& which will be advocated by Gov. 
Deneen. It is proposed through the Hull 
bill to settle the regular rows which have 
been precipitated since time immemorial! at 
every session of the general assembly over a 
ability act. 

The fate of the measure is uncertain, itis 
believed, but a strong fight is to be made in 
its behalf by Hall and a substantial element 
in the house.

As summarized by Representative Hull 
thé bill provides for a commission of seven 
members. Two-shall be employers of labor, 
two shall be employés, one shall be a lawyer 
of recognized standing, one shall be a recog- 
nized accident insurance expert, and the 
seventh shall be a business man ‘who is not 
interested in the Jabor question personally. 
The commission is to be named by the gov- 
ernor, who will choose the chairman. The 
report, with a fully drawn bill, must be re- 
ferred to the governor for presentation tothe 


legislature on Jan. I, 1911. 
The Hull bill carries an appropriation of 


$10,000 and an emergency clause.

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CANNON TO AID ENEMIES. 


Battle Which Will Pass or Kill 
Direct. Vote Acts Will 
Open Today. : 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, Ill., Dec. 13.—[Special.j—The 
Jones primary election bills, which will be 
introduced in the senate tomorrow, with the 
full consent of the state administration, plan 
for a direct plurality primary law, which is 
declared to be broader in scope and finer in 
detatt than any primary act now on the 
statute books in the nation. 

There is to be a fight over their advance- 
ment from the moment Senator Walter Ciyde 
Jones hands them into the senate shortly 
after noon, unt!) a primary law is adopted 
or killed. It is certain that against the par- 
ticular form as prepared by Senator Jones 
will be arrayed the full strength of the Re- 
publican organization of Cook county, every 
ounce of strength which can be controlied 
by Speaker Cannon and the Washington con- 

nal contingent, and by the political 
organization leaders in such cities a# Peoria, 
East St. Louis, and the large counties where 
there is a tight working machine. 

On the side of Jones will be thrownethe 
complete strength of Gov. Deneer and the 
state administration, and, if the deciarations 
of their leaders are correct, of the Demo- 
crats in the senate and house. 


Will Introduce Five Bills. 

Senator Jones brought his bills to Spring- 
field this afternoon and showed them to Gov. 
Deneen. There is now no doubt that they 
will be entitled to full credit as the “ admin- 
istration '’ primary bills. 

There are five bills in the Jones batch, all 
of which are supposed to be harmonized into 
one big act which will cover all contingencies 
when the last shuffle is made. Senator Jones 
gave out a summary of the completed series 
tonight with the statement that they had 
been drawn to correct all of the errors in 
operation of the old Jones-Oglesby law, and 
that the objections of the Sumpreme court 
as to constitutionality are supposed to be an- 


swered. 

The first bill is a simple direct plurality 
primary law for all offices except for repre- 
sentatives In the general assembly and for 
city, village, and incorporated towns and 
townships, and school offices. The provisions 
of operation are identical, practically, with 
those of the last primary law. Provision is 
made specifically for an advisory vote upon 
United States senator with the distinct inno- 
vation that the plurality vote in the state 
shall name the pasty choice for the senator- 
ship- It also provides for an advisory vote 
for president and vice president of the United 
States upon the basis as the senatorial vote. 

This is the proposition which Uncle Joe 
kicked into the legislative waste basket while 
the Jones-Oglesby bill was in process of 
making. 


Provides for Voters’ Registration. 

The touchy point of registration of voters 
is reached by provision that all registered 
voters shall be entitled to vote at the primary 
and all qualified primary electors not reg- 
istered are entitled to vote by filing an afii- 
davit twenty days prior to any primary elec- 
tion, showing the facts which make them 
qualified electors. The affidavits are sub- 
ject to the provisions of the genera! election 
law as a suspect notice. The names are 
placed on the ballot in the order determined 
by drawing lots by the secretary of state or 
the county clerk. 

The second bill carries bill No. 1 into cities 
of 5,000 or more and may be adopted in other 
cities by referendum vote. | 

The third bill provides tor direct nomina- 
tion of memibers of the general assembly, in 
two forms, one giving the senatoria! com- 
mittees the right to stipulate the number 
of candidates to be nominated, witn the one- 
two-three proposition of voting granted to 
the voter. The alternative is to permit the 
voter to indicate his preference as to the 
number of candidates to be named.

American Federation of Labor 
to Meet at St. Paul Dee. 18.

REPRESENTS 500,000 MEN, 


Chairman of Railroad Department Says 
Course Will Be Decided Later. 


Acting on the suggestion of President Gom- 
pers of the American Federation of Labor, 


H. B. Perham last night issued a call fora. 


special meeting of the railroad employés’ de- 


partment to be held in ‘St. Paul on Dec. 14 


This will take the place of the meeting whicn 
was to have been held in January, 1910, and 
the date for which was set by the federation. 
meeting at Toronto. 

The change in time of the gathering and the 
fact that it is to be held in St. Paul, the cea- 
tral point in the strike of the rallway switch- 
men now being waged against thirteen 
northern and northwestern railroads, is taken 
to mean that the railroad employés’ depart- 
ment, with a total strength of nearly 500,000 
men, is going to be prepared to cast its en- 
tire strength with the striking switchmen, 
Whether a genera! strike of the ten branches 
of the department is to be called in the event 
of failure of the switchmen to settle their 
labor troubles Mr. Perham would not say. 


May Mean Peace or War. 

The wording of the call, which is signed by 
Mr. Perham as chairman of the depart- 
ment, suggests, however, that the chief cause 
of the important change of plans ls the 
switchmen's strike. ‘‘ The purpose of the 
meeting is to advise and codperate with the 
switchmen,” said Mr. Perham, “ but just 
what action will be taken no one knows.” 

The organizations of which the department 
is composed are the International Brot her- 
hood of Blacksmiths, the Boilermakers and 
Shipbuijders of America, the International 
Association of Car Workers, the Internation- 
al Association of Machinists, the Internation- 
al Brotherhood of Maintenance of Way Em- 
ployés, Brotherhood of Freight Handlers, 
Order of Railroad Telegraphers, Brotherhood 
of Railway Clerks, International Association 
of Steam, Hot Water, and Power Pipe Fit- 
ters, and the Switchmen’s union. These 
bodies have a total membership of nearly 
half a million men. 


Confer on Telegraphers’ Grievance. 

An effort to obtain a settlement of the wage 
question pending between the telegraphers 
of the Illinois Central and the rafiroad began 
yesterday. Charlies P. Neill, United States 
commissioner of labor, is acting as mediator 
under the arbitration law of 18¥8 and took 
part in three conferences. H. B. Perham of 
St. Louis, president of the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers; J. A. Newman, Chicago, sec- 
ond vice président of the order; P. A. Mulhall, 
Kentucky, general chairman of the Illinois 
Central branch, and R. L. Shannon of Anna, 
Ill, general secretary of the Illinois Ventral 
branch, represente the men in the negotia- 
tions, and F.-B. Harriman is conducting the 
affairs of the railroad. The resuk of the 
conferences is closely guarded. 


In the morning Commissioner Neill met: 


with the telegraphers in the Congress hotel.

“The meetings so far have been sgatisfac- 
tory,” Mr. Perham said, “ although we may 
be here for more than a week before any set- 
tlement is reached.

Investigators Gain Evidence for the 
Arrests by a Ruse, 


* My goodness! What a position foralady 
to find herself in,” disconsolately exclaimed 
Lena K. Schmitt of 3000 Indiana avenue as 
the patrol wagon rocked over the slushy 
streets on its way to the Cottage Grove ave- 
nue police station. If I could have foreseen 
this disgraceful proceeding I certainly never 
would have tried to keep house in the Doug- 
las neighborhood. It-seems to me some of us 
ought to have had enough sense to spot there 
people and not let them in the house. Don’t 
any of you girls know anything?’ 

No one answered her. In afew minutes the 
wagon arrived at the station and the fourth 
procession within six weeks was ushered by 
S. P. Wilson and W. H. Rogers of the Doug- 
las Neighborhood club up the stone steps of 
the police station. 

There the women were booked as Lena K 
Schmitt, aged 27, proprietor, and Dorothy 
Lloyd, aged 20, and Rose E. Kelly, aged 22, 
inmates, of a disorderly resort under section 
1,460 of the municipal code. 

How Evidence Was Secured. 

The arrest was made by Detectives Thomas 
BE. Leyhan and Ed Ptacek of the Cottage 
Grove avenue station on evidence obtained by 
Wilson and Rogere and a reporter for Tux 
TRIBUNE. Wilson made an appointment by 
telephone and later in the evening appeared 
at the house in the guise of a Chicago bus!i- 
ness man entertaining out of town friends, 
impersonated by Rogers and the reporter, 
Rogers appearing in his customary role of a 
eattleman from Dubuque, la. The form of 
entertainment prepared for the out of town 
visitor was such as to cause theinvestigators 
to signal for the detectives a few moments 
after they entered. 

‘“ Now, we're all ladies here!” Mise Schmitt 
said. after the usual frantic telephoning fora 
bondsman had subsided. “ We don’t want 
to make any holy show of ourselves for the 
ordinary people around here. So let’s just 
stroll out quietly, as if we were going down to 
the First ward concert, for instance.”’ 


/ {Object Lesson to Others. 


“TI think the wagon would have a good 
moral effect on this nelghborhood,’’ Wilson 
said. ‘“‘It will give any other places that 
may be around here an object lesson.” 

The building occupied by those arrested is 
owned, according to the Chicago Title and 
Trust company, by Frederick H. Bartlett, a 
real estate dealer, the head of Frederick H. 
Bartlett & Co. of 100 Washington street, with 
a residence at 4742 Drexel boulevard, It is 
a five story double apartment house, situat- 
ed exactly opposite the Trinity M. E. church. 
The apartment raided is No. 2 on the groune 
floor. The owner has had warning of the 
character of his tenants, according to Wilson 
and Rogers. June 24 last a disorderly resort 
conducted by Alice Berger in apartment No. 
16 was raided by the Douglas chub. The 
woman was tried before Judge Fake of the 
Municipal court. On the day named Rogers 
says that he say Frederick H. Bartlett, told 
him of the arrest, and asked him to investi- 
gate his building and clean it out if neces- 
sary.

CLUB CAUSES ANOTHER RAID 


DR. MURPHY WINS VERDICT 


Judge’s Decision Calls Hiland’s 
Plans ‘Dead Ones.”’ 


TELL OF WATERED STOCK. 


Witnesses Say Promoter Estimated 
Capital at $300,000. 


Judge+ Wright yesterday awarded judg- 
ment for 22,200 to Dr. John B. Murphy in his 
sult against William J. Hilands, the New 
York promoter, to recover an invesiment In 
alleged worthless stock of the Natione! 
Bread company. The defendant will appeal. 

Evidence disclosed how stock fn the various 
enterprises promoted by Hilands was wat- 
ered. John Cudahy, the packer; A. D. Pla- 
mondon, and Attorneys J. E. Ingram and 
John E. Baker all testified that in the forma- 
tion of the Kentucky Iron company, one of 
the five enterprises in which Dr. Murphy 
and his friends invested and lost heavily, 
Hilands yepresented that he paid $33,000 for 
the property, which was locatedat Paducah, 
Ky. 

Subsequent investigation showed that 
Hilands paid over only $5,000, and instead of 
giving Hilands title to the property merely 
gave him a year’s lease. 

The witnesses said that when they went to 
make personal observations they found the 
property to be a ‘‘ worthless hole in the 
ground.” 

Says Hilands Never Invested. 

Nevertheless, it was testified, Hilands cap- 
italized the concern at $300,000 and divided it 
evenly between preferred and common stock 
and kept $100,000 worth of the preferred 
stock for promoting the enterprise. Hilande 
never invested a dollar in it, Mr. Cudahy 
swore, until Dr. Murphy and others at a 
meeting of the stockholders assessed $10,000 
against every person interested in a vain en- 
deavor to keep the concern going. 

Dr. Murphy invested $18,500 in the National 
Bread company. The judgment covers in- 
terest from January, 1902. 

Attorney Warren Pease, representing 
Hilands, argued that not fraud had been 
committed and that no guarantee was given 
with Dr. Murphy's investment. 

“He knew Dr. Murphy was too busy to 
give his investments his personal attention,” 
said Mr. Barbour. ‘ He practiced a genera! 
confidence gatiie and existed by stinging 
these south side people with worthless securi- 
ties.” 

Opinion of the Court. 

The court's opinion in part follows: 

‘*‘T am not at all certain that the evi- 
dence would not justify a finding that this 
man did deliberately and for the purpose 
of fraudulently inducing these people to in- 
yest in some worthless enterprises, obtain 
their confidence and sell them ‘this stock, for 
he was a promoter and wae engaged in pro- 
moting these various enterprises that have 
been mentioned here, every one of whic, 
it seems, wae a dead one, to use the slang 
of the day. 

‘It may be that this money which the doc- 
tor paid for the stock did not personally 
benefit him, that is, that the Money itself did 
not reach the pocket of this defendant, but 
there is no doubt in my mind that he was 
interested in these various enterprises that 
he was promoting, and that all the money 
that he could induce the doctor and his 
friends to subscribe was of material benefit 
to him In his promotion schemes. 


Court Awards $22,000. 

“TI think that it ig not neces@eary that there 
be a formal acceptance, because it really 
partakes of the nature of a conditional sale 
of the stock. That is, he bought it with 
the understanding that he could return it to 
this man at any time he became dissatisfied 
and get his money back, and if he did not 
return it within a reasonable time, his delay 
wae brought about by the misrepregentations 
the defendant made to him, and it does not 
lie in hig mouth to @eny that. 

“ The court assesses the plaintiff's damages 
at the sum of $22.000."’ 

An appeal will be made by the defendant, 
hie attorneys aspert.

Students of McCormick seminary, the Pres- 
byterian theological school at Fullerton ave- 
nue and Halsted street, are stirred up be- 
cause they are forced to make “ ponies ” out 
of their personal copies of the bible, the book 
they are taught to revere above al! others. 

Divinity students at the institution come 
frog: every state in the union and the bibles 
they bring with them, in many instances, are 
the gifts of mothers and fathers back home. 
Thet they should be forced’ to turn tothe 
pages of these as “ eribs "" has driven them to 
an attack on the curriculum which already 
has involved the faculty and which threatens 
to drag into a lively scrimmage the board of 
trustees. 

Hebrew is the cause of the trouble. 

Embryo preachers insist that no matter 
how hard they work they can’t get a working 
knowledge of the ancient tongue, and that in 
order to get through a recitation on “ Isaiah "’ 
in the original language they are forced to 
sneak into the classroom a copy of the King 
James version and make covert references to 
this during the- hour. 


Memorial to the Faculty. 

A memorial has been submitted to the facul- 
ty by a committee of the students setting 
forth the weak points of Hebrew as a twen- 
tieth century theological study and demand- 
ing that the language be stricken from the 
seminary courses. It is almost certain the 
faculty will reject the proposal, Leaders say 
this will be followed by an immediate appea! 
to the board of trustees and they are pre- 
pared to carry the matter even to the presby- 
tery if need be. 

The committee of students which led the at- 
tack on Hebrew is made up of C. W. Wharton. 
J. R. Brewster, H. B. Boyd, C. H. Oldfather, 
and J. M. Gleason. 

The petition submitted to the faculty a

‘“* When men get old enough to enter the 
seminary they should know what they think 
best to study; for that reason we feel that the 
faculty should pay considerable heed to an 
expression of the desires of the student body,””’ 
said C. H. Oldfather.

The present course at the seminary de- 
mands four hour recitations each week in 
Hebrew and it requires from two to threé 
hours in the preparation of each of these. It 
is argued by the young ministers that two 
years of work gives them no working know}l- 
edge of Hebrew, and in future years they will 
be forced to use commentaries on Hebrew.

MONTREAL RULE IS CORRUPT, 
ACCORDING TOJUDGE’S REPORT 


Official Appointed to Investigate Civic 
Administration Recommends Steps 
to Bring Accused to Justice. 


Montreal, Que., Dec. 13.—Judge J_L. Can- 
non of the provincia! District court. appointed 
by the provincial government to investigate 
Montreal's civic government, made his report 
to the lieutenant governor in council at 
Quebec today. 

The report finds that for many years there 
has been corruption in nearly every depart- 
ment of the civil governn@nt gnd names 
fourteen officiais and others, including eight 
aldermen. a chief of police, a fire chief, and 
two or three outside go-betweens, as hay- 
ing been guilty of specific acts of misfeas- 
ance. 

The report recommends that the new city 
council to be elected in February take steps 
to bring the accused to justice.

Would Not Declare War. 


“Then it is said thet we ought to declare 
war against Nicaragua. I think that is un- 
necessary, except #0 far ae thie resolution 
may be construed into what is known in 
international law as a declaration of hostil- 
ity sub modo—some of the authorities speak- 
ing of it as ‘ limited’ or ‘ imperfect’ hostili- 
ties. It is ‘a declaration against the ruler of 
Nicaragua in person and not against thegov- 
ernment, which soon may be out of his grasp. 

“This is a cowardly government if it does 
not make an example of Zelaya before the 
éyes of the civilized world. This case will not 
admit of any trifling or concessions. If two 
American citizens—I care not who they were 
or what they were—citizens in high standing, 
as they have been reputed to be, or soldiers 
of fortune—have been murdered by Zelaya he 
must be made to pay the penaky of his 
crime. 

“ Once spread before the American people 
the details of the execution and they will 
rise in arms and demand retribution. They 
have not yet fully absorbed the significance of 
this deed. No matter how it was done, no 
trial by court martial can justify it. These 


r men, as I have shown, were prisoners of war, 


and they were not subject to érial by court. 
martial.” 

Senator Rayner asserted that Zelaya’s only 
anxiety would be lest he lose “the money 
he had atolen”’—that he would rather lose 
his head than his money. 


Urges Trial in America. 

The senator deciared that if the Nicaraguan 
despot could not obtain a fair trial at home, 
in the event of inaurgent success in that 
country, he mfght weH be brought to the 
United States and tried for murder in this 
country before a jury of Amerttan citisens 
and under the. criminal laws of the land, 

The senator said he would present a series 
of precedents for such action. He cited 
President Pierce's message to congress in 
1856 on the subject of recognizing govern- 
ments seteup by successful revolutionists, 
and quoted Daniel Webster, who, a8 secre- 
tary of state, in 1842, defined the rights of 
American citizens enlisted under the flag of 
a foreign country. 

“If Zelaya had the right,” the senator con- 
tinued, “‘ to sentence these men to death and 
execute them in cold blood, then we must 
acknowledge that right and recognize it be- 


fore the nations of the world. 


“Tf he did not have that right, no matter 
how petty and insignificant he may be in the 
eyes of diplomacy or upon the sphere of the 
world’s action, no matter how trivial and 
unimportant a station his government may 
occupy, ghis' government is his accuser, and 
if he is guilty he must be awarded the doom 
and fate that he deserves, so that every 
tyrant on this earth, in every nationality 
under the sun and in every government, 
large or small, shall be told once and for- 
ever that our flag follows our citizens 
wherever they go and that when an aasas- 
sination like this occurs the malefactor must 
take his place like any other culprit at the 
bar of criminal justice and must answer for 
the deed with his liberty or his life,"*

NEWS OF THE THEATERS 


. Miss Ruth St. Denis’ iNumination for the 
benefit of the prose oocident of the poetry 
of Hfe in the orient occurred last evening 
at the Colonial theater. In a series of pic- 
turesque movements she portrayed various 
scenes of Bast Indian significance, from the 
joyous dance of the Nautch girl to the austere 
meditations of the Yogin, ending with a spec- 
tacular vision of a Hindoo temple and the 
rites to the image there enshrined. The en- 
tertainment was a sort of combination be- 
tween the Rigveda and a lecture by Burton 
Holmes, with Miss St. Denis’ intricate art 
expressed in a lovely pattern of arabesques 
and pirouettes, to say nothing of entrechats, 
with her unciad limbs, bronzed and rounded, 
added for the thoughtful contemplation of 
the epectators. These were numerous, and 
in cases informed. Those who did not 
understand were at least charmed with the 
visible music of her evolutions, and none, so 
far as we could see, were charmed in a way 
they should not have been. 

Miss St. Denis ie youthful of face and ma- 
ture of figure, with the eyes and wig of the 
typical Hindoo. Unlike the stalwart Miss 
Isadora Duncan, whose manifestations phy>s:- 
cally, if not artistically, are similar, she hasa 
eertain sensuous but not voluptuous appeai. 
There ig @& warm austerity about her, not 
easily defined, but explained without difi- 


most of the pictures she presents. She seems 
to have more reason for her paganism than 
did Miss Duncan, whose sturdy physique 
militated harshly against the ‘‘ Greek vase "’ 
simile. And she has less technique, but more 
understanding than Miss Maud Allan, whois 
soon to be im our midst with her wonderful 
arms and physical magic. In short, she does 
what she mes to.do, so far as we under- 
stand. it, that is to present a poetical 
| idealization of vivid bite of Hindustan.

First comes a seductive thing with incenae 
transporting the observer as far as possible 
from State arid Randolph streets. After this 
atmospheric journey one arrives at a bazaar 
near the Ganges and he is quite prepared to 
view a photographic reproduction then of the 
cobra dance with Miss St. Denis suggesting 
with all possible accuracy the reptilian dart- 
ing and coiling of that interesting serpent. 
Then there is a scene in a forest whither a 
Hindoo ascete bas taken up his abode, * with 
no companion but his own soul” engaging 
there in the mortification of his body and the 
purification of his mind—a sort of generaliza- 
tion of that portion of the Brahmanica! ritual. 
Intervening is a festival in a rajah's palace 
with a “golden Sari’’ entertaining the 
rajah’s guests, the details of which are in- 
formative rather than symbolic. The even- 
ing ende with a scene in a Hindoo temple 
wherein Miss St. Denis impersonates an ido! 
in the image of Rahda. wife of Krishna, an 
incarnation of Vishnu, said to be well known 
figures in the Brahmanical religion. At first 
she appears, stolid and unmoving in her 
shrine, while the priests toll bells, wave 
lamps, and perform other oblationg common 
to the service. Guddenly she awakes and 
leaves her pedestal, appearing before the 
worshipers, drinking the juice of the moon 
plant and weaving about among then in 
graceful figures, now exultant, now depressed 
until the last note sounds and she returns to 
her shrine and is Hfeless again.

So, if the rites of the Hindoo have always 
appeared to be more than all other@fantastit 
and wierd, abetruse and amazing, complex, 
and quite dazing to the mind of the person 
not in their faith reared; the vell has been 
lifted; and then some forsooth.

Crittenton Home Gets Half of 
Founder’s Residuary Estate. 


EMPLOYES ARE REMEMBERED 


Wealth of Late Philanthropist Between 
$3,000,000 and $5,000,000. 


New York, Dec. 13.—[{Special.]—Charles N. 
Crittenton, wholesale druggist and founder 
of the Florence Crittenton mission for 
women, girls, and children. left half his resid- 
vary estate for the benefit of the missiona, 
and by his will divided a considerable part 
of the other half among eight old employés, 
most of whom are officers of the C. N, Crit- 
tenton companys. 

The law firm of Rounds, Hatch, Dillingham 
& Debevoine, who filed the will here today, 
would give no estimate of the value of the 
estate, but it was said to be between $8,000,000 
and $5,000,000. The gifts of Mr. Crittenton to 
his employ és are reckoned at least $200,000. 


Will Executed in 1903. 

The will was executed Aug. 28,1908, and 
names as the sole executor Thomas EB. De- 
lano, treasurer of the C. N. Crittenton com- 
pany. In dividing his residuary estate into 
two equal parts Mr. Crittenton prescribed 
that hie stock in the firm be turned into 
“ gpecie " and divided with the rest. 

Out of one part of his residuary estate the 
testator directs that bequests of between 
$500 and $1,000 each be made to nephews 
and nieces. He gives his brother, William 
M. Crittenton, who lives in The Bronx, $1,000. 
To hig sister, Phoebe Aleda Cole, he gives 
in trust 100 shares of stock in the Crittenton 
company, the principal to go to het adopted 
daughter, Leda Cole, if she is unmarried 
when she is 25 years old. If she is married 
the stock goes to the children of Mr. Crit- 
tenton’s deceased daughter, Adelaide E. 
Baldwin. 


Grandchildren Are Benefited. 

The children of/Mrs. Baldwin also receive 
after the death of the testator’s sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Cella Rice, and after $1,000 has 
been paid to her son, George Rice, sixty 
shares of stock left in truest for her. The 
same grandchildren are to have the residue 
of the first equa) division of the estate. 

Mr. Crittenton divides 400 shares of stock 
among eight employés. 

To men employés who have been with the 
Crittenton com y for over ten years the 
testator leaves $5,000 to be divided according 
to the salaries received last year. Those 
who have been with the firm over five years 
divide $2,000 equally. To the women em- 
ployée the testator Jeaves $3,000 to be di- 
vided in proportion to their salaries,

neighbors with reference to internal govern- 
ment when that internal government seemed 
to us to pass the bound of what we thought 
to be civilization. 

“We began our war, expecting to finish it 
shortly, and we landed in the Philippines, and 
we are there still: but our horizon. has 
widened much beyond these gems of the 
Pacific ocean by reason. of the responsibili- 
ties which we have been dbliged to assume 
with reference to the entire world. — 

“ We are a nation with tremendous power 
and tremendous wealth, and unless’ we use 
that for the benefit of our international 
neighbors—and they are neighbors of ours, 
for the world is small—we are failing to dis- 
charge the duties that we ought to feel as 
members of the international community. 

*‘The mission is a nucieus and an epitome 
of the civilization that is expected to widen 
out in that neighborhood. 1 have heard mis- 
sions criticised. I have heard men say that 
they would not contribute to foreign mis- 
sions at all; that we had wicked people 
enough at home and we might as wel! leava 
the foreign natives and savages to pursue 
their own lives in the forest and look after 
our own who need a great deal of ministra- 
tion. 

*I have come to regard that as narrow 
minded as a man who does-not like music, 
who does not understand the things that God 
has provided for the elevation of the human 
race. Missionaries in China, the mission- 
aries in Africa, are the forerunners of our 
civilization, and without them we should 
have no hope of conquering the love and the 
adrairation and the respect of the millions of 

people that we hope to bring under the influ- 
ences of the Christian etvilization. 

“The men whom I wish to commend are 
those who, in the face of all the obstacles that 
certainly tend to discourage the bravest, 
enter the dark continent of Africa in an at- 
tempt to win those fields to Christianity. 


“The United States has not any territory

THEFT OF $300,000 IN GEMS 
HELD “ARABIAN NIGHTS” TALE 


New York Detectives Skeptical About 
Reported Robbery of Mrs. Jenkins in 
Hotel—Woman Once from Chicago? 


New York, Dec. 13—Skeptical and analytt- 
cally inclined detectives, after a day of in- 
vestigation, style as an ‘‘ Arabian Nights 
mystery "’ the reported jewel theft from the 
Hotel Lorraine in this city, in which Mrs. 
John William Jenkins, seid to be from Chi- 
cago, at first appeared as the loser of gems 
valued at $300,000. 

This valuation later was cut In half, while 
subsequent inquiry brought from Inspec- 
tor McCafferty of the detective bureau the 
announcemem that “‘ We are making a thor- 
ough and rigid investigation into the case, 
but not along the lines of a robbery.” 

Mrs. Jenkins remained in seclusion in her 
apartments. Her husband, it is sald, is out 
of the city. If stolen the jewels were taken 
from her rooms during her absence on Sat- 
urday afternoon last. A description of them 
has been sent to pawnshops throughout the 
city and it is understood that part of the con- 
signment has been traced to three different 
shops, 

The police are reticent about this feature, 
although it is understood that the articles 
were pawned several days before the robbery 
was reported.

Wizard’s Juggling of Butterine 
to Dodge Tax Leaves High 
Tribunal Mystified. 


Washington, D. C.,. Dec. 183.—[Speciah }— 
There.ie good reason for belief that the 
Supreme court of the United St&tes is enjoy- 
ing! tonight one of the most pleasurable states 
of mystification that it is possible for the 
human organism to sound. : 

As the august jurists compose themselves 
to slumber they must be pleasantly con- 
scious, it is opined, that only little children 
in this Christ mae season can share with them 
tonight the delights of mystery, of baffled 
comprehension, and of vaguely hinted revela- 
tiong for the morrow. — 

If the members of the tribunal really are 
struggling with these resurrections of 
childish emotions, it is not in vain that John 
Maynard Harlan of Chicago has come to 
Washington to elucidate before the court the 
mystery of. Congressman William J. Mox- 
ley’s recipe for oleomargarine. Mr. Harlan, 
fresh from “ represénting the people” in 
Chicago, spent an hour this afternoon ex- 
plaining to the tribunal how it is that Mr. 
Moxley’s butterine looks like butter, al- 
though i¢ isn’t, and how Mr. Moxley, using 
his special recipe, couldn't prevent the 
ay ct from looking like butter even if he 
tri 


Seeks Recovery of $28,500 Tax. 

Mr. Harlan appeared in pursuance of the 
new Chicago congressman's effort to recover 
from the government about $28,500 he was 
compelled to pay as a tax on artificially col- 
ored oleo after he had attempted to pass his 
product at the low tax for the uncolored 
article. The federal Circuit court in Chicago 
and the Court of Appeals upheld the gov- 
ernment in exacting the additional tax on the 
plea that Mr. Moxley virtually hed used an 
artificial coloring. From thie verdict the 
congressman and his counsel appealed to the 
Supreme court. 

It was in the gathering gloom of @ rainy 
evening, just the hour for weaving mystery, 
that Mr. Harlan began his argument. 

Mr. Harlan told the court how Mr. Moxley 
iad been using in the manufacture of oleo- 
margarine a wholesome ingredient known as 
palm oil. So wholesome did Mr. Moxley con- 
sider it that he used as much as.one-half of 1 
per cent of palm oil to every pound of oleo. 
Now, as it happened that the use of the palm 


oil resulted in giving to the oleo the yellow 


appearance of butter, was that reason 
for the government to make Mr. Moxley pay 
a tax of 10 cents a pound on the plea that 
the oleo was artificially colored? Far from 
it, said Mr. Harlan, for it was no fault of 
Moxley’s that palm oil made butterine look 
like butter. 


Whether It’s Yellow, the Question. 

“The question,” stated Mr. Harlan, caress- 
ingly, “is whether the oleomargarine re- 
sembles butter of a shade of yellow, If it 
does, the further question Is what caused 
it to look like butter. If it was an artificia! 
coloring, the tax should be 10 cents’a pound. 
But if the coloring was not artificial, the tax, 
as contended by my client, should be only 
one-fourth of 1 cent a pound.’’ 
‘ Though Mr. Harlan: had made only a start 
on the elucidation of the mystery, the court 
at this juncture roseand groped its way from 
the darkening chamber. Mr. Harlan will re- 
sume tomorrow.

The vile language of the men, the screams” 


of the women defending themselves, the 

crying of children wretched because of their

Everything Dirty and Offensive. 

“ Everything wes dirty, sticky, and disa- 
greeable to the touch.

For fifteen hours each 
Gay I witnessed all around me this improper, 
indecent, and forced mingling of men and 
Women who were total strangers and often

“One night the chief steerage steward en- 
tered our compartments, but, not noticing 
me, approached a Polish girl, who apparently 
was the only occupant. She spoke tn Polish, 
Saying: ‘My head aches; please go on and 
let me alone.’ But he continued and soon 
Was insulting her. The girl, weakened by 
sea sickness, defended herself as best she 
@ould, but soon wae struggling to get out of 

the man’s arms. Just then other paseenger 
@ntered and he released her. 


Men Constantly Abused Women. 

“The manner in which the sailors, stew- 
arde, firemen, and others mingled with the 
Women passengers was thoroughly revolting. 
Their language and the topics of their con- 
versation were vile. Their comments about 
the women, and made in their presence, 
Were coarse. What was far worse, and of 
@ontinua!l occurrence, was their handling of 
the women and girls.” 

Concerning other conditions in the old 
type of steerage, which still exists on many 
of the steamships, the agents of the commis- 
wion are just as severe. In the introduction 
to the report, it is stated: 

“The universal human needs of space, 
air, food, sleep, and privacy are recognized 
to the degree now made compulsory by law. 
Beyond that the persons carried are lool:ed 
upon as so much freight, with mere trane- 
portation as their only due.” 

The sleeping quarters are described as 
being in many cases filthy, inadequate, and 
@ll that is bad. 


No Facilities for Washing. 
“No woman with the smallest degree of 
modesty and with no other convenienees than 
washroom, used jointly with men, and a 
aucet of cold salt water, can keep clean 
amidst such surroundings for a period of 
twelve days and more,’’ the reportsays. “It 
was forbidden to bring water for washing 
purposes into the sleeping compartments nor 
Was there anything in which to bring it. On 
different occasions some of the women rose 
early, brought drinking water in their soup 
pails. and thus tried to wash themselves 
effectively, but were driven out when de- 
tected by stewards.”’ 

Senator Dillingham, chairman of the imm!i- 
gration commission, introduced in the senate 
today two bills intended to correct much of 
the evil from which complaint is made.

“Fresh Air’ Teacher in Furs and 
Boots Sets New Style. 


Lower temperature inal! the public schools, 
thorough airings of class rooms several times 
a day, and a general campaign for better 
health conditions for the children will result 
from the experiment of “cold air’ rooms at 
the Graham school and the Mary Crane 
thutserfy. This was announced yesterday by 
Mrs, Ella Flagg Young, superintendent, after 
she, a staff of physicians and severa! district 
superintendents had visited both schools and 
given their hearty approval to the scheme 
practiced, there, 

The visit was made by Mrs. Young, Dr. W. 
A. Evans, commissioner of health, Sherman 
C. Kingsley of the United Charities, Frank 
E. Wing of the Chicago Tuberculosis insti- 
tute, Dr. Henry B. Favill, Dr. James A. Brit- 
ton of Hull house, Dr. John A. Robinson, Dr. 
David L. Schram, and Misses Mamie R. 
Cowan, Alice R. Burns, and Elizabeth Dunn. 


Teacher Solves Cold Problem. 

At the nursery school the party was met by 
Miss Esther Sandus, the teacher, who had 
complained that the plan was a bit strenuous, 
But a big fur lined coat and felt boots had 
been provided for her, and so the uniform for 
* cold air ’’ school teachers was established, 

At the Graham schoo! the physicians exam- 
ined the children and heard the “ history ” 
of many cases. The “ cold air "’ class is made 
up of about 100 children who had suffered 
from sore throats, nasal troubles, and en- 
larged glands. Since being ‘assigned to the 
| “cold air’’ classroom all these children ex- 
cept two had regained norma! conditions. On 
the other hand, examination of the same 
number of pupils in one of the heated rooms 
showed that forty who were normal a month 
ago had contracted catarrha! troubles. 

“The visit to the schools seems to have 
proved that the innovation is a success,”’ 
said Mrs. Young. ‘‘ The physicians expressed 
complete approval and satisfaction. At the 
nursery we found the children dressed warm- 
ly and enjoying the open air, their only shel- 
ter being a tent roof. 


Suggests Lighter Clothing. 

“Dr. Favill thought their clothing might 
be changed to lighter and warmer garments 
and suggested undergarments of olled mate- 
rial and rubber boots. But the children all 
declared themselves ‘ warm as toast’ in 
their reefers, hoods, and felts boots. Miss 
Sandus, who at first complained of the cold, 
was contented in a big fur lined coat that 
reached to her heels and warm felt boots. 
At the Graham schoo! the children are not 
provided with extra clothing, but they exer- 
cise more, and their better health proves the 
benefit they have detived. 

** We intend to lower the temperature from 
the present standard of 68 degrees to 60— 
and eventually still lower. The windows are 
to be opened several times a day, especially 
during the recesses, and the rooms thor- 
oughly ‘blown out.’ Then, Dr. Evans has 
suggested a slight change in the ventilation— 
the use of steam. All this is a modification 
of the successful experiments. 

**T am heartily in favor of the ‘cold air’ 
schools,”’ declared Dr. Evans. “ Our visit 
and our inquiries today prove their success.”’ 

A bulletin ordering the changes and inaug- 
urating the new régime probably will be sent 
out to public shool engineers within the pext 
two weeks. 


SUIT AGAINST LYON BROS. - 
MAY NOT BE SO “FRIENDLY.” 


Optimistic Talk of Reorganization Is 
Discredited by Creditors, Who Seek

Developments in the Lyon Bros. bank- 
ruptcy case yesterday disclosed that perhaps 
the creditors’ action was not as friendly as 
had been stated.

SUIT IS BEING PREPARED. 


Pugh Harbor Scheme Hits Snags 
‘at Hearing Before Coun- 
cil Committee. 


Beginning this morning the police will note 
violations by the Chicago and Oak Park 
Elevated railroad of the ordinance forbidding 
it operating cars or trains within fifteen feet 
of the subway abutments of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad from Fifty-second ay- 
enue to Austin avenue. Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Haft declared that preparations 
were being made by the city law department 
to proceed against Mr Knight's company. 

The penalties fixed by the ordinance is a 
minimum of $5 and a maximum of $25 for 
each violation. As there are seven subways 
the least fine against a train would be $35 in 
case the courte sustain the ordinance, the 
object of which virtually is to compel eleva- 
tion of the tracks. 

In the meantime, probably before the law 
department can get ready to act, the offer 
of President Knight to elevate the tracks 
through Austin and Oak Park in exchange 
for a franchise to build the Humboldt Park 
extension according to the route he laid out 
probably will come before the council! com- 
mittee on local transportation. If the prop- 
osition is recommended by that body and 
passes the council the fight of the Austinites, 
it is believed, will be called off. 


Pier Scheme Hits Snags. 


To build three piers at the foot of Michigan 
and Illinois streets of sufficient size to ac- 
commodate the shipping of Chicago would 
cost $10,000,000, according to Harbor Com- 
missioner John M. Ewen. 

To equip these piers with proper ware- 
houses and enough lighters to distribute the 
freight up theriver would cost from $5,000,000 
to $10,000,000 more, said Mr. Ewen: 

The ci.y has no money ‘o build these pliers, 
warehouses, and 'zthiers, according to Con- 
troller Walter H. Wilson. And even if the 
$16.000,000 of bonds is authorized at the 
spring election, there will be enough places 
to put that money without starting a new 
harbor propositiou, he added.

SAY SALOONS VIOLATE LAW 
IN SUPPLYING HOTEL HELP. 


Cooks’ and Waiters’ Unions Will Hold 
Massmeeting of Protest Against Un- 
licensed Employment Agencies. 


Officials of the cooks’ and waiters’ unions 
issued a call yesterday for 4 massmeeting 
to be held Friday evening at Waters Union 
hall 188 Clark street, to protest against the 
action of certain saloonkeepers who, it is 
alleged, are furnishing help to the downtown 
hotels. 

In charges presented to William H. Cru- 
den, superintendent of the Illinois Free Em- 
ployment agency, Ben F. Parker, president 
and business agent of Waiters’ union No. 836, 
and F..N-. Mahony of the Chicago Waiters’ 
association assert that two big hotels and 
many clubs obtain cooks and waiters through 
saloonkeepers. They charge that the saloon- 
keepers are not licensed employment agents 
and are violating the law. 

Mise Elizabeth Maloney of the Waitresses’ 
union says unless the practice is stopped the 
saloons in question will be picketed by mem- 
bers of the Waitresses’ union. 

’* The system—we call i the ‘ vampire sys- 
tem ’"—has been going on so long,” said Mr. 
Parker, ‘‘ that it is no longer possible fora 
waiter looking for work to find a position 
except by going to these saloon men.”’ 

“TIT am investigating the charges,” Mr. 
Cruden said. “If I can get the evidence I 
will apply for warrants against the saloon 
men named.”

Mrs. Hattie Newton will make application 
today to Judge Adelor J. Petit, through her 
attorney, S. O..Cavette, for the dissolution 
of an injunction which ¥estrains her from 
interfering with the remodeling of a building 
in which she hag a hotel. Mrs. Newton, who 
is a widow, claims to have lost al! except one 
of fifteen permanent boarders because of the 
remodeling of the building, and for a week, 
she says, she has had no city water in the 
hotel, because the workmen cut off the 
supply. 

The hotel occupies the apeondt and third 
stories of a building at 2342 and 2844 West 
Monroe street. The lower floor is being fitted 
up by d. R. Censidine and Michael C. Toole 
for @ vaudeville theater. Mra. Newton as- 
serts that the two men, after leasing the 
building for a term of ten years, came to 
her and said they. desired to install a steam 


heating plant and raise the structure and put ) 


in a new steirway. 


Signs Paper; Hotel Torn Up. 

“I was juet as pleased as could be,’’' she 
said, “until the workmen began to tear up 
my rooms. They told me that I pay no 
rent while the remodeling work was going 
on and I signed a paper giving my consent for 
the work. Well, you can see what has been 
done to my place. They have bullt an addi- 
tion on the back and rai the floors. They 
have cut through both my front parlors for 
two stairways and haven't closed the en- 
trances, The wind comes up into the rooms 
and we can’t keep warm. 

“ They wouldn't tell me for wegks that they 
were remodeling the place for a theater, and 
led me to believe I could havethehotel rooms 
es long as I desired. I stood it all until a 
carpenter told me there was no intention of 
installing steam heat in my rooms. ‘hen 1 
began to investigate and when they started 
to cut a second stairway through’ my place I 
called a halt. 


Injunction Protects Workers. 

“Then came the injunction granted by 
Judge Petit laie in November. I could do 
nothing then and I have been ill most of the 
time since, the rooms are so cold. A few days 
before the injunction was obtained the men 
told me they were going to raisé the building 
and I had better tell my roomers to go some 
plaee else for a day or two. I let them go 
and then [ was tolé they wouldn’t have to go. 
Only one of them has returned, 

“T understand they are going (to try to 
make me get out so they can open the the- 
ater in a tew weeks. I guall not go, for my 
lease does not expire until May 1. A week 
ago today they cut off the gas and water 
from the hotel. The gas was reconnected 
after we had been in darkness through one 
night, but the water is still cut off. 

‘*T have been to the health department 
offices twice to complain, but nothing has 
been done. ' To top it all, last week they be- 
gan (o build fires below us in the basement 
for the workmen to keep warm and the 
smoke has nearly driven us out. My only

WHY NOT LIFE SAVING. STATIONS 
IN THE MINING SECTIONS? 
In the belief that a part of the heavy 


loss of life in mining disasters can be pre- 
vented if rescue work be undertaken and — 


directed by experts equipped with devices 
for fighting deadly gases, mine fires, and 
other obstacles which prevent entrance 
after an accident, THe Trisunz is 
prompted to submit a plan for the consid- 
eration of government authorities. 

It has been said frequently, with how 
much authority we do not know, that a 
part of the heavy human toll taken by 
the Cherry mine fire might not have been 
collected if the government mining exper- 
iment station at Pittsburg had been noti- 
fied earlier of the need for assistance. It 
also has been said, on more definite an- 
thority, that the three young mining ex- 
perts sent from there to Cherry were in- 
valuable in the rescue work so far as it 
was accomplished successfully, 

In this there is a suggestion which will 
appeal at once to those who have no 
technical knowledge of mining and which 
is worth..the attention of those whose 
practical information puts them in posi- 
tion to judge. According to reliable sta- 
tistics of the work of the United States 
life saving service there were in the fiscal 
year ending June 80, 1907, 838 marine 
disasters, 45 persons lost and 807 suc- 
cored. In 1907 the mining disasters’ in 


the United States resulted in the death; 


of 3,125 miners. 

In that year the life saving establish- 
ment on the Atlantic, Pacific, and gulf 
coasts, on the great lakes and the Ohjo 
river, consisted of 278 stations and about 
600 men. If these figures, viewed com- 
paratively, carry any lesson, they preach 
of the need for mining rescue stations. It 
is true that too frequently a mine acci- 
dent does in an instant al] its deadly 
work and that there can be no rescue— 
only a recovery of bodies. It is also true 
that the miners who were not involved in 
the accident are brave, willing, and ex- 
pert rescuers when there is a hope of life 
saving. 

This may be admitted without detract- 
ing in the slightest from the manifest ad- 
vantage of having available a corps of 
men fully equipped with appliances as 
well as with expert knowledge, capable of 
leading and directing the rescue work. 
The various states in which mining is 1n 
extensive industry might undertake the 
establishment of life saving stations, but 
it will be agreed that the federal govern- 
ment is in better position to undertake 
the work and do it effectively. 

Cherry is a tragic illustration of what 
might have been accomplished had there 
been one or two rescue stations in [llinbdis, 
stations from which men and apparatus 
for rescue work could have been sent in- 
stantly. Mining in America is too expen- 
sive in its waste of human life. The per- 
centage of fatalities per thousand in the 
United States for 1907 is given as 3.49, 
as against .91 in France, 1 in Belgium, 
1.28 in Great Britain, and 2.06 in Prus- 
sia. The American average is obtained 
from percentages which are 2.72 in Mich- 
igan and 2.82 in Dlinois, and run as hich 
as 7.31 in Tennessee. Even allowing for 
all differences in conditions, the compari- 
son cannot be satisfactory. 

Cherry has brought its suffering. It 
may aleo teach a lesson.

WE MUST HAVE CHRISTMAS TREES. 

The most enthusiastic advocates of the 
conservation of our forests, even Messrs. 
Roosevelt and Pinchot, make an excep- 
tion, we believe, in the matter of ‘the 
Christmas tree, to the cutting of which 
objection has been raised in some quar- 
ters. The Christmas tree, which to s0 
many young s represents the true 
spirit of the o¢casion, derives from the 
thinning out of pine forests, a process not 
only good but necessary for the proper 
growth of the remaining trees, 

According to the chief forester al) the 
trees used for this purpose in America 
could be raised “upon 1,400 acres. Ger- 
many, France, and the Scandinavian 
countries which use these trees in profu- 
sion at this season, and which are the 
most careful conservers of growing wood 
in the world, do not find the cutting of 
young pine for this purpose incompatible 
with the strictest forest economy, and it 
would seem as though the fears that the 
custom would endanger our wood supply 
were not well founded. 


REGULATE MAXIMUM LOADS. 

With the approval of the Team Owners" 
association and the council judiciary com- 
mittee, and supported by the universal 
sentiment of all lovers of animals, the 
maximum load ordinance should be passed 
by the common council without delay. 

It provides for reasonable weights be- 
yond which single or double teams should 
not be expected to draw. The bad pave- 
ments of Chicago, made infinitely worse 
by winter weather, imperatively cal] for 
a square dea! for the horse. The interest 
of team owners should dictate that their 
animals should not be overlooked. The 
average team owner recognizes this and 
treats them humanely, but there are too 
many exceptions to this rule, as any one 
familiar with stree scenes kiows. The 
passage of the ordinance now before the 
council will enable the authorities to put 
a stop to overloading and to prevent the 
recurrence of unfairness and brutality to 
the dumb animals.

Among the oldest families of the German aristoc- 
racy are the Counts and Countesses Durckheim-Mont- 
martin. whose name is well known fn America through 
the frequent participation of two of the young counts 
in motoring and aviation contests in the United States. 
They belong to what is known as the “Uradel” of 
Bavaria; that is to say, their family already was noble 
at the dawn of history. Justly proud of their lineage, 
they were horrified to learn last year that one of the 
youthful scions of the house had married in London a 
soi-disant vicomtesse de Civry. 

The count, who is extravagant and in debt, had 
allowed himself to be inveigled by the lady into the 


belief that she was the granddaughter of the so-called

These are the men in charge of the great 
Arp1d ceremony tomorrow, and these men 
are characteristic Magyars; they represent 
the great middle intelligence of the king- 
dom; they are not bound by office to take 
a certain attitude toward any of the large 
questions of Hungarian politics; they know 
their country and its history, and they love 
it—in short, they are patriots. 

And this wae the keynote of all the talk 
formal] and informal, at the dinner: Patriot- 
ism; what is the matter with Hungary and 
what can we do to betterconditions? One in 
such a gathering as this senses at once 
the intensity of Magyar feeling; the sort of 
loyalty which goes with the heart as wel) 
as with the head. Also much eloquence, its 
flow deepened and hastened by long and oft 
repeated drafts of flery pale wine. 


No Limit to Capacity for Drink. 


They do drink much, entirely too much 
from our point of view, but here capacity 
seems the only measure of limit. Nor does 
there seem to be any consciousness of the 
fact that they consume amounts which we 
would call the Hmit. There is no conception 
of Hmit; it Is just as it is with time, the Hun- 
garian has not found the need of being con- 
scious of time. 

A Magyar I met in Budapest, who had 
Mved several years in New York and was of 
a university education, made the remark 
that a Hungarian lives fiftwyears to every 
one lived by an American. This was a new 
way of putting it. At first I doubted if I 
had really understood him. But he repeated 
his observation, and said that an American is 
conscious of the passing of every hour and 
every minute; that he is always working 
against time, is always discounting time, is 
Planning what he will do tomorrow, next 
week, next year, yes ten years hence; is 
like a condemned criminal who loves life and 
counts the minutes and anticipates the end. 

Every day with the Magyar, on the other 
hand, is a long day, afullday. He lives each 
day and hour as ft comes; he anticipates 
nothing; he makes no sight drafts on tomor- 
row, at a heavy discount; tomorrow, or the 
next hour, is not lived in advance. His con- 
ception of life is existence; each day anc 
each hour come to him; he does not go after 
time, he lets it come to him, enjoying each 
moment in the meantime in whatever way 
seems to offer the least resistance and the 
keenest enjoyment. And sometimes that 
makes a very fast life. . 


Frost Greets Toast to King. 


As the guest of a municipality first in popu- 
lation after the capital I thought it only 
proper and befitting courtesy. when called 
upon to make a speech to propose a toast 
to the health of the king of Hungary. I did. 
Absolutely nothing doing, and everybody lit- 
terally looking out ofthe window. It wasa 


.mistake, and I knew it even before I had 


commited it, but It seemed like a good way 
of getting certain information. 

No, they do not love their king, and they 
are not concerned in his health. And they 
are right. Down here among these demo- 
crats of the Alféld the idea of an apostolic 
majesty of a king from the house of Haps- 
burg seems as remote and incongruous as the 
idea of the ezar would be among the Republic- 
ans of Nebraska. What they want herein the 
Alféld is—but quietly, for itis a crime against 
the law to say it out loud—a republic.

In a bulletin issued by the Illinois state 
food commission warning is given regarding 
the artificial coloring of pecans. It is in 
conflict with the state food law and notice 
is given that prosecutions may follow the 
sale of nuts so colored. 

Investigation has shown that coal tar dye, 
erude iron oxide, as used in paint manufac- 
ture, and matter from woods extracted by 
wood alcoho! is used in coloring, while many 
are polished with soapstone 

Wood alhocol being a poisonous substance, 


The adulteration provisions of the law for- 
bid any treatment to conceal! damage or in- 
feriority, and if such a purpose is not in- 
tended the nuts must be labeled “ artificially 
colored.”’

Superintendent of Visiting Nurses’ As- 
sociation Suggests Housing Poor in 
Cottages in Western Suburbs.

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\y ndge Windes Decides Trinity, 
Is Bound: by Trust to Turn 
Over Property. 


If the Higher Tribunal Confirms 
_ Ruling Long Church Liti- 
gation Will End. 


A second victory in the controversy being 
waged between the Marie chapel and Trin- 
ity Methodist Episcopal church over the 
question of the title to the Marie property 
was won yesterday by the latter. 

Judge Windes decided that the claim get 
up by Marie chapel that the property was 
given under a trust agreement by w Trin- 
ity was bound to turn it over to when- 
ever the latter should become an independent, 
incorporated society, was ae true claim, 

If the Supreme court confirms the decision 
of the lower tribunal, the long drawn out 
controversy will be brought te am end. A 
suit brought by Marie against Trinity on a 
former occasion was decided against Marie 
on the ground that ea written contract was 
necessary in order to establish the trust, and 
that this was. wanting. 

Since that time, it was asserted, the orig- 
inal document was discovered, and its intro~ 
duction into the bill at this hearing was 
offtred as showing that a trust had been 
created, 


Chapel Wins Second Ruling. 

This ruling by Judge Windes is the second 
decision made by him favorable to Marie's 
claim. On Nov. 15 the first argument was 
mede. Trinity demurred, on the ground that 
nothing new had been presented which was 
not in the original claim that had been denied 
by the Supreme court. 

Judge Windes overruled this Reinienie and 
ordered that Trinity file an answer tothe bill 
within fifteen days. On Nov. 30, instead of 
presenting a detailed answer to the gpecifica- 
tions in the bill presented by Marie. Trinity 
again made the plea that no newelement hed 
been introduced. 

It was after this last plea by Trinity and the 
offering of documentary evidence by Marie 
that Judge Windes decided that the chapel 
had established the claim that a trust had 
been created by the donations. Trinity is 
given until tomorrow to decide to reply. 


Myers Made Defendant. 

The First Methodist church and the Rev. 
Johnston Myers, pastor of the Immanuel 
Baptist church, are made co-defendants with 
the Trinity efflurch. It was the First church 
which gave $15,000 to the Marie chapel 
building in addition to the money given by 
H. N. Higinbotham and others on condition 
that the property should be held in trust. 

The Rev. Mr. Myers is involved because 
he is occupying the Marie building, in which 
he maintains a Baptist Sunday school. He 
rented the property from the Trinity church, 
and he says that he will not vacate it unti] 
he is ordered to do so by the court, or until 
his lease expires, which he holds from the 
Trinity church.

Northwestern Wreck. 


AWAITS DRIVER’S RECOVERY 


| Jurors’ Examination of Switch Shows 


High Speed Caused Crash. 


With the declaration that he intended to 
make a thorough investigation of the wreck- 
ing of the Chicago and Northwestern fiyer at 
Howard avenue Sunday noon, when two per. 
sons were killed and eighteen injured, Coro- 
nér Peter M. Hoffman yesterday afternoon 
impaneled a jury which began hearing evi- 
dence at the Rogers Park police station. 

After severa] witnesses had been heard the 
inquest was adjourned to Dec. 21, when it is 
hoped Engineer leaac J. Harriman, who was 
driving the engine of the train which was 
wrecked, and F. A. Blue, his fireman, will be 
able to testify. Bot hmen are reported im- 
proving in the Evanston hospital. 

The two men killed were Salvatore Loizzo, 
an Italian, 26 years old, of Kenosha, and 
Janos D. Stroila, a Hungarian, who had been 
in America only a few days. Lolzzo was 
identified at Peter Weimeschkirch's under- 
taking rooms by his brother, Rosario Loizso 
of 311 Twenty-second street. Stroila was 
identified by a passport found in his clothing, 
which showed him to have been 30 years oki 
and to have come from Kistalmacs, a prov- 
ince of Szeben, Hungary. 


Jurors. Visit Scene of Wreck. 

Coroner Hoffman took the jury to the. scene 
of the wreck. The switch where the train left 
the track was carefully examined. The indi- 
cations bore out the origina! theory of the 
Cause, that the engine flew the rails as a re- 
sult of the engineer trying to cross from the 
west to the east track while going at a high 
rate of speed, Several jurors found broken 
rails, which they said had old cracks in them. 
These, however, were farther up the track 
and were not hit by the train until it already 
had been derailed. 

“*T have learned,” the coroner said, “ that 
there is a bulletin in the engineers’ and con- 
ductors’ rooms at the Northwestern depot 
which orders that/no trains be switched over 
at this place at a faster speed than fifteen 
miles an hour. The double.curve of the switch 
makes it extremely dangerous to try to cross 
from one track tothe other at a high rate.’’ 

The coroner said he had been unjustly criti- 
cised for not investigating the wreck Sunday 
afternoon. -He said he knew nothing.of the 
accident until informed of it by Tus Tripuns 

late that night. 


Denies Attempt to Shield Road. 

“The criticism makes it appear I am trying 
to shield the railroad-company,”’ he added: 
“ There is no such intentionon my part. We 
are going to fix the blame of this if possible. 
Only a few weeks ago we held the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul and the Panhandle 
companies to the grand jury for a stockyards 
wreck in which several were killed and we 
compelled the installation of block signals.” 

George Scrivener, a detective sergeant aé- 
signed to the coroner's office, assumed the 
blame for failing to notify his chief. He lives 
near the scene of the wreck and said he was 
on the ground soon after it happened. 

‘“*T was so busy that I did not think of tn- 
forming the coroner,” he said. 

All of the victims were reported improving 
last evening and one, Mrs. Eva Schaefer, was 
able to leave the Evanston hospital and con- 
tinue on her way to Milwaukee, where she 
was going to visit relatives.

PRISON AND A $1;500 FINE 
IS BROKER HOPKINS’ FATE. 


Judge Landis Sentences the Man Con- 
victed on Dec. 4 of Fraudulent Use 
of the Mails.

Wallace H. Hopkins, former La Salle street 
broker, recently found guilty of fraudulent 
use of the mails, was sentenced yesterday 
to serve four years and three months ib the 
Leavenworth penitentiary. In addition he 
was fined $500. Judge Landis, before whom 
Hopkins was tried, imposed the sentence, 
after denying a motion of the broker's coun- 
se} for a new trial. Former Senator William 
B. Mason and Attorney W. W. Johnson an- 
‘nounced that an appeal will be taken. ~ 

The maximum sentence would have been 
four years and six months, but Judge Landis 
deducted three months from it because of 
Hopkins’ imprisenment in the county jail. 
While his attorneys are arranging to appeal 
the case Hopkins will remain in the county 
jail instead of being taken directly to the 
federal prison. 

‘*T have had few cases in which there was 
such an extensive use of the mails to carry 
out a fraud,” Judge Landis said, in passing 
sentence. “ Without the use of the mails 
Hopkins never could have carried on his 
business in the fraudulent way disclosed by 
the evidence.”’ 

“It’s the limit,’’ was Hopkins’ only. com- 
ment upon the sentence imposed by the court.

McGovern and Benbrook Are 
Given Places.on First All- 
American Eleven. 


PAGE ON THE THIRD TEAM 


Critic Devotes Much Space to 
Discussion of New Game and 
Proposed Changes. 


Capt. Johnny McGovern of fne University 
of Minnesota team and “‘ Fat’ Benbrook of 
the Wolverines are picked for the positions 
of quarter back and guard, respectively, on 
Walter Camp's honorary all-American 
‘eleven which appears in the current issue of 
Collier’s, With the exception of 1904, when 
, Eckersall of Chicago and Heston of Michigan 
were named, this is the only time two west- 
ern players have been thus honored. 

The roster of western gridiron heroes who 
have been given places on Camp’sall-Ameri- 
can first teams now reads: Herschberger, 
Chicag@; Eckersall, Chicago; Heston, Michi- 
gan; Steffen, Chicago; McGovern, Minne- 
sota; Benbrook. Michigan. 

Of the other nine places on the honorary 
first team Camp awards six positions to Yale 
with Cooney, Andrus, Hobbs, Kilpatrick, 
Philbin, and Coy; two to Harvard with Fish 
and Minot, and one to Brown with Regnier. 


In the composition of the second eleven the 
football authority, who has given more time 
than usual this season to observations of the west- 
ern teams, finds room for Allerdice and Magid- 
sohn of Michigan. Chicago ie considered on the 
third team, where former Capt. Page is placed at 
end in preference to the position at quarter back, 
which he was forced to play dusing the season of 
1900. Farnum of Minnesota, Casey of Michigan, 
and Miller of Notre Dame aiso are given places 
on the third eleven. 


Discusses Question of Attack. 


Contrary to his usual custom, Mr. Camp doesnot 
discuss the qualifications of his choices, but de- 
votes his*space to a discussion cf the new game 
and conditions as existing in the ¢ast and: west. 
in the west, says Camp, was found a greater versa- 
tility of attack, but the defense, because called 
-upon to avert so many formations, wes not as 
strong and rugged as in the east. The article in 
part follows: 

“‘ There never was a season that surpassed the 
one just finished in furnishing food for reflection 
on the general characteristics of play. To the 
casual obeerver, the one point eapecially noted was 
that there was a manifest tendency to return to 
mass plays. Especially was this true of heavy 
interference against the tackle position. Another 
point on the surface was the appearance of more 
skill in the execution of the forward pass, both 
by the passer and the man receiving the pass. 
Outside of this the only promising point of gen- 
eral observation was considerably greater preci- 
sion in placing kicks and the better handling of 
P the kicks by those receving them. 


More Formations in West. 


“In the west a greater variety of formations 
drove that section of the country along the lines 
of more specialized defense almost to the verge of 
overdoing it and slowing up their charge. Wing 
shift attacks were so numerous thet the defense was 
forced to consider this line of play with greater 
care, and it was pretty generally found that swing- 
ing a man over from one side of the line to meet the 
other man was not as rapid or as efficacious as to 
shift the whole line a notch or two to meet such 
variation. 

** The east was more conzervative in this matter 
than the west, and preserved a more active and 
froceful charge on that account. 

** Along with this development in the play has 
come as great a number of stars In the back field as 
any season has ever produced. Some of these 
stars have been unfortunate in meeting with in- 
juries which, although not serious in the sense 
of leaving any permanent mark, have put the men 
out for this particular season. Minnesota suf- 
fered seriously in this way in the temporary loss of 
McGovern and Johnson. Chicago was obliged to 
take a star end, Page, and make a quarter back 
of him because of Inefficiency in that position 
caused by the graduation of Steffen. Notre Dame 
developed in Miller a half back of unusual! prom- 
ise. Minot of Harvard and Coy of Yale, as well 
as Marks of Dartmouth, were three full backs of 
wonderful physique, speed, and ability. Such 
remarkable speed, power, and dodging ability com- 
bined as shown By Bhilbin of Yale have probably 
never. been equaled, at any rate never surpassed. 
And these are only a few. The richness consisted 
in the great number of first class men. ~* 


; Centers Not Up to Standard. 


‘“‘The same fs hardly true in the matter of ends, 
although Kilpatrick of Yale brought up the stand- 

4. Of centers there were a leas number of men 
ho stood out conspicuously, but tackle and guard 
maéiterial was far above last year, and probably, all 
things considered, stronger than that of any other 
season, although no one or two individuals towered 
quite so far above the rank and file as did men 
like Heffelfinger and Hare. 

‘*In epite of the fact that Minnesota had a 
varied and powerful offense this year middle west- 
ern football has not been really up to its old stand- 
ard of interest since the déy that Chicago de- 
feated Michigan on Marshall fleld, 3 to 0. In 
these later days there is speed and variety of 
attack. but no sounder basic principles of play than 
could be found there then. The fundamentals 
of the game were then taught perhaps more thor- 
oughly. All was not sacrificed to a few compli- 
cated maneuvers on the attack, but defense was 
‘studiede However. the west is not alone in being 
a bit carried off its feet with the poesibilities of 
attack to the detriment of the defense. It, is 
4ificult to avoid this, and only the sotinder advice 
of older players has kept many a team in the east 
from shipwreck on this rock. Michigan suddenly 
learned this in the Notre Dame game and wisely 
profited. Minnesota had no such opportunity of 
finding out that she had been playing against weak 
defense until Michigan showed her, and then it 
waa too late to do anything but submit to humil- 
ating defeat. 


Varied Attack in West. 


‘There is not the faintest shadow of doubt that 
the western organizations can exhibit today a far 
more varied form of attack than anything displayed 
in the east. The shift plays and special formations 
are almost without number, and the drill of the 
teame in signal practice is so constant/and well 
carried out that they perform these maneuvers with 
remarkable rapidity,.and from this feature they 
offer a greater scope of forward passing than any 
of the eastern teams. 

** And this brings us to the question of how great 
a percentage of these plays of theirs is likely to be 
successful. 

“To approximate a satisfactory answer to this, 
one must turn at once to the defense. And here, 
as defense is not so rapidly built up and far more 
a product of certain schools than attack, it is only 
natural that the west does not offer as strong and 
rugged an opposition as does the east. Perhaps no 
better descriptiqn can be given than to say that 
the western defense presupposes either a know]. 
edge of the attack it is to meet, or endeavors too 
religiously to diagnose that. attack before piunging 
in, It is ke @ pitcher at the bat thinking too 
much of the possible curves. Eastern defense is 
not so specialized, but goes in on the cardinal] prin- 
ciple that a line, given the freedom of using its 
hands and arms, can push back or overcharge @ 
line which is bound not to use its hands or arms, 


Forwards Pivots in Game. 

‘‘ Hence the defense should always be able to 
fight its way tnto the opposing territory and then 
look. Every football coach and player is familiar 
with the fact that complicated plays behina the 
line depend upon the forwards of the side on the 
attack holding up the opponents at least momen. 
tarlly. The easterners gave their lines on the de. 
fense less to think about, but more action.’’

Canadian rugby and American collegiate 
ootball were compared yesterday by Direc- 
8 A. A. Stagg upon return from New 
York, where he witn the game between 
‘the Hamilton Tigers and the Ottawas. While 
finding much to commend in the dominion 
pastime, Staggs thinks it is not likely to sup- 
plant the American game.. 

On one proposition Stagg was a sphinx, 
and that was the question whether he got 
any ideas whith he will be able to appro- 
priate for the Yankee brand of footba!!. 

The objections found with the Canadian 
game were that it is not as accurately and 
scientifically worked out as the game of this 
country. There is more of the chance element 
than in American football, but the open work, 
“‘peekaboo”’ style of offense has been de- 
veloped to a high degree. 


Stagg’s Comment on Game. 

Director Stagg’s statement follows: 

* First of all, I want to correct any inter- 
views on the subject of last Saturday's game 
of Canadian rugby. I refused to discuss it be- 
cause I wished to digest what [ saw before ex- 
pressing an opinion. Before last Saturday I had 
never seen @ game of Canadian rugby. My first 
impression of the game was gained from reading 
the rules, which I found much simpler than ours 
and covering only six pages, as against th - 
four pages of American rules. This in itself indi- 
cates a fact which was impressed upon me— 
namely: that the Canadian game is simpler and 
less scientific. 

‘‘In certain particulars, though, such as kicking 
and catching punts, it demands a higher degree 
of skill on the part of more players than does our 
game. At least three men, and, I should judge, all 
five backs, including the quarter back, would find 
it almost necessary to be good kickers and catch- 


era, 

‘Return kicks, which are only occasionally 
ueed in American rugby, were frequent, fully 
one-third of the many punts made being immedi- 
ately returned by a kick by the back who caught 
it. This was made possible by their rule forbid- 
ding a tackler coming within three yards of 4 man 
until he catches a fly or bounding ball. The further 
effect of this rule would be to make the back surer 
of catching the ball, which with one or two ex- 
ceptions thry did uniformly well. 


More Kicking by Canucks, 


“The Canadians have preserved the original 
idea of football better than our game, in that there 
is so much more kicking during the play and so 
many men have a part in this feature. The ball 
is always put ja play with the foot, whether it is 
from scrimmage or when brought out from behind 
the goal posts. » 

“It i@ put in play from every scrimmage by the 
center’s snapping the ball back with the foot to 
the quarter back, who may either run with it or 
pass it to one of the linesmen or to one of the 
four backs, who assumes @ position behind the line 
according to signal, or it may be thrown well out 
to the outside to the end or half back. Usually 
one.of the backs is lying well out to the side ready 
for a long pass. 

0 —_ ae of the backs is quite irregular, and 

eyes appears more or less haphasard. 
From the fact that the quarter k gives the 
signal each time the ball is down fo scrimmage, 
it undoubtedly is true that the back field aseumes 
approximately definite positions, though it is much 


spread out and consequently less exact than in our 
own game. : 


Fake Plays Seldom Used. 

* On certain of the plays it seemed to be quite ap- 
parent what plays were going to be made. Little 
deception wae used in their playe. There were per- 
haps two or three crigs-crosses and four or five 
fake plays in which the quarter back or one of the 
backs faked to pass the ball to one man and either 
ran with it himself or passed it to another. 

“It appeared to me as if neither team had de- 
veloped the ful) possibilities of the game along 
thet line. There was little of the back passing 
which I had always heard was one of the leading 
features of rugby football. They tried the play 
much less than Chicago did In 1906 when Eckersall, 
Steffen, Finger, and Iddings worked a triple back 
pees with considerable effectiveness in a num- 
ber of our games. 

** There were some features of the game which 
shocked our American ideas of good football. 
First. some of the backs did not start quickly nor 
run with great spirit: second, the rush line on de- 
fense did not charge quickly. There were a few 
exceptions to this. Third, the tackling lacked ag- 
gressiveness and the desperate fling or dive which 
we are accustomed to. It must be sald, however, 
that the Canadians hang on to their man after get- 

him in @ commendable way. 


Interference Not Allowed. 


** Interference is not allowable, so that neither 
the linemen nor the other backs allowed to aid 
the runner by Interfering. Any may push the 
runner. The only play made by a linesman carry- 
Ing the ball was that of the right or left inside 
wing, or the middle wing, swinging around the 
quarter back and carrying the ball through the 
line. 

‘The quarter backs are allowed to run freely 
with the ball. One quarter back frequently at. 
tempted to carry the ball straight through the line, 
once or twice going between the center's legs. 

“ The game was much more open than ours. The 
ball could be seen all the time, There was no close 
formation work with the exception of a tandem 
formation, in which the first man in the tandem 
received the ball and was pushed by three other 
men. It was not a success, 
knew what was coming. 

“It seemed to me that they haw not fully devel- 
oped the possibilities of deception plays, but it 
might have been that they had the plays and did 
not use them. Twenty-five years ago we were 
playing a similar game in most respects, with only 
eleven men on aside instead of fourteen.”’

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 
CATTLE. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—Buyers came out determined 
to force prices to a 30@40c lower level, and, al- 
though they could not depress the market that 
much, they met little opposition in reducing the 
cost of their purchases 26c from last week’s closing 
level. The principal bea factors were excessive 
receipts of 46,000 head, weather, and inferior 
quality of cattle. There was a dearth of good fat 
steers, and the best sale recorded was of yearlings 
at $8.65. The best heavy steers sold at $8.00, and 
the percentage of sales at higher than $7.25 was 
smaller than on any previous Monday in months. 
The general trade was slow and unsatisfactory, 
few cattle found an outlet before 11 o'clock, and 
many loads of stock were carried over unsold. 

Weakness and 25c lower prices also prevailed 
in the market for cows and heifers, and, although 
sellers willingly made concessions, they had 4 
great deal of difficulty in getting buyers to evince 
any interest in their holdings. Much of the stock 
consisted of plain half fat animals which had been 
prematurely marketed on account of last week's 
storm; and packers had to be depended upon. to 
take the bulk of the supply because the quality 
of the offerings was not good enough to meet the 
requirements of the outside trade. Bulls sqid ata 
loss of 10@l5c, and a decline of 26c was made in 
the price of calves. Stockers and feeders were in 
excessive supply and moderate demand at a loss of 
rae from last weeks figures.

45@8.65, sev- 
eral loads reaching the latter figure, and a clear- 
ance of the mixed packing grades was made aut 
$8.20@8.50, with most of the desirable kinds at 
$8.35 and higher.
